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WILLIAM DE WARENNE, son of Rodulf de Warenne and Emma de Torta, was first Earl of 
Surrey; d. 1088; m. Gundreda, dau. of William the Conqueror and Matilda of Flanders; 
she d. 27 May 1085; bur. Lewes Priory, Sussex. 

WILLIAM? DE WARENNE, son of William de Warenne and Gundreda, was second Earl of 
Surrey; d. 11 May 1138; m. Isabel de Vermandois, Countess of Leicester, dau. of Hugh 
the Great, Duke of France and Burgundy, and Adelaide de Vermandois; she d. 13 Feb 
1131. 

WILLIAM? DE WARENNE, son of William? de Warenne and Isabel de Vermandois, was third 
Earl of Surrey, Baron of Lewes, Sussex; b. 1118; d. 1148; m. before 1143 to Ela Talvas, 
dau. of William III Talvas, Count of Ponthieu, and Hélie of Burgundy; she d. 10 Oct 
1174. 

ISABEL DE WARENNE, dau. and sole heir of William’? de Warenne, by Ela Talvas, was 
Countess of Surrey in her own right; d. 12 Jul 1203 or 13 Jul 1199; bur. Lewes Priory, 
Sussex; m. Apr 1163/4 to Hamelin Plantagenet, illegitimate son of Geoffrey V, Count 
of Anjou; he was fifth Earl of Surrey and d. 7 May 1202. 

WILLIAM? DE WARENNE, son of Hamelin Plantagenet de Warenne and Isabel de Warenne, 
was sixth Earl of Surrey, Baron of Lewes, Sussex; d. 27 May 1240, London; bur. Lewes 
Priory, Sussex; m. 13 Oct 1225 to Maud Marshal, Marshal of England, dau. of William 
Marshal, Knt., and Isabel Fitz Gilbert; she d. Apr 1248. 

JOHN DE WARENNE, KNT., son of William* de Warenne and Maud Marshal, was seventh 
Earl of Surrey, Baron of Lewes, Sussex, Constable of Bamborough Castle; b. abt. Aug 
1231; knighted 1254 in Spain; d. abt. 29 Sep 1304, Kennington, London; bur. Lewes 
Priory, Sussex; m. Aug 1247 to Alice de Lusignan, dau. of Hugh X de Lusignan, Count 
of La Marche, and Isabella of Angouleme; she d. 9 Feb 1255/6. 

WILLIAM? DE WARENNE, KNT., son of John de Warenne and Alice de Lusignan; b. 15 Jan 
1256; knighted 1285, Winchester, Hampshire; d. 15 Dec 1286, Croyden, Surrey; 
ambushed and cruelly slain by his rivals during a tournament; m. 10 Jun 1285 to Joan 
de Vere, dau. of Robert de Vere, fifth Earl of Oxford, and Alice de Sanford; she d. 23 
Nov 1293; bur. Lewes Priory, Sussex. 

JOHN? DE WARENNE, KNT., son of William?’ de Warenne and Joan de Vere, was eighth Earl 
of Surrey, Earl of Strathearn, Baron of Lewes, Sussex, and Captain General of the Army 
in Guyenne; b. 30 Jun 1286; d. 29 Jun 1347; m. abt. 1316 to Maud de Nerford, dau. of 
William de Nerford, Knt., and Pernel de Vaux. 

EDWARD DE WARENNE, KNT., son of John’ de Warenne and Maud de Nerford; b. between 
1316-1323; d. bef. 1367/8; m. 1344 to Cicely de Eton, dau. of Nicholas de Eton, Knt., 
and Joan de Stockport; she d. bef. 1369. 

JOHN? DE WARREN, KNT., son of Edward de Warenne and Cicely de Eton; b. abt. 1344; d. 
25 Nov 1386; bur. Booton, Norfolk; m. abt. 1371 to Margaret de Stafford, dau. of John 
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de Stafford, Knt.; she d. 6 Apr 1418; bur. Over Peover, Cheshire. 

NICHOLAS DE WARREN, son of John? de Warren and Margaret de Stafford; b. abt. 1373; d. 
1413; m. 1396 to Agnes Wynnington, dau. of Richard Wynnington, Knt. 

LAWRENCE DE WARREN, KNT., son of Nicholas de Warren and Agnes Wynnington; b. 
1394; d. bef. 30 Jul 1444; m. bef. 1421 to Margaret Bulkeley, dau. of Richard Bulkeley 
and Margery Venables; she was b. 1389. 

JOHN* DE WARREN, ESQ., son of Lawrence de Warren and Margaret Bulkeley; b. 1414; d. 
1474; m. Isabel Stanley, dau. of John Stanley, Knt. 

LAWRENCE’ DE WARREN, KNT., son of John’ de Warren and Isabel Stanley; b. 1425; resided 
at Poynton, Shropshire; m. 1458 to Isabel Leigh, dau. of Robert Leigh, Knt.; she was b. 
1435. 

WILLIAMS DE WARREN, son of Lawrence? de Warren and Isabel Leigh; b. 1450; resided at 
Caunton, Nottinghamshire; d. 1496; m. 1470 to Ann -----; she was b. 1450. 

JOHN° DE WARREN, son of William® de Warren and Ann -----; b. 1470; d. 1525; m. 1490 to 
Elizabeth ----- ; she was b. 1475. 

JOHN® WARREN, son of John? de Warren and Elizabeth ----- ; b. 1490; resided at 
Headborough, Ashburton, Devonshire; 

CHRISTOPHER WARREN, son of John® Warren; b. 1515; resided at Headborough, 
Ashburton, Devonshire; 

WILLIAM WARREN, son of Christopher Warren; b. 1537; resided at Headborough, 
Ashburton, Devonshire; d. 1559; m. Anne Mable, dau. of Thomas Mable; 

CHRISTOPHER WARREN, son of William Warren and Anne Mable; b. 1560; resided at 
Headborough, Ashburton, Devonshire; d. 1579; m. Alice Webb, dau. of Thomas Webb; 
she was b. 1560. 

RICHARD WARREN, Mayflower Pilgrim, son of Christopher Warren and Alice Webb; b. 1578, 
Greenwich, Kent; arrived at Plymouth, Mass. in 1620; d. 1628, Plymouth, Mass.; m. 
bef. 1610 in England to Elizabeth Marsh (or Juatt); she was b. abt. 1580; d. 2 Oct 1673. 
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
